JEWISH FORCES GIVEN

CAIRO, May 81.—<#>—The Trans- 
Jordan Rrab Legion announced to- 
day it had smashed a Jewish as- 
sault !n the Latrun area, which 
controls the Jer,uaalcm-Tel Aviv 
highway, and found 114 of the 
Jews dead on the battlefield. 


The announcement came from 
Amman as Arab armies maneuv- 
ered on the north, south and east ap- 
proaches t of Tel Aviv. 
Jerusalem

of an Israeli ap- 
peal t0 encircled Jews in modern 
Jerusalem to stand fast. 


The Amraen communique

Jewish forces in the Latrun action 
left behind four armored cars and 
large quantities of arms, ammuni- 
tion and trench digging machiies.

Long-Lasting Rays 
On A-Bombed Ship 
Point Out Dangers

WASHINGTON, May 31.—(#)— 


Civilian defense experts find in the 
latest sinking of a radloactlvely 
"hot" ship a sobering hint of the 
problems an 
atomic 
war would 
blind. 


When the cruiser Salt Lake City 
was sent down off the California 
coast by gunfire, bombs and tor- 
pedoes 22 months had elapsed since 
It got Its coating of the radioactive 
spray and solid green water thrown 
up by the submarine burst of an A- 
bomb In the Bikini testa of 1946. 


Yet the ship remained so con- 


taminated that it was deemed un- 
safe for workmenn to scrap her for 
salvage metal. This bore out the 
predictions of scientists that some 
ot the Bikini ships might remain 
dangerous for years before the slow 
decay of the residual radioactive 
material was complete. 
Attempts 


to cleanse the target ships of the 
Invisible but deadly poison brought 
little success. 


Could Be City. 


Experts of the national military 
establishment's civil defense plan- 
ning unit are giving close atten- 
tion to residual radioactivity, the 
result of "fission products'1 or un-

Much of the state's farm-to-mar-

Many of 
the 29 delegations scheduled for 
luarlng before the committee today 
sought farm-to-market roads. 
Passed By House. 


"The bill passed the House of 
Representatives by an overwhelm- 
ing majority," Beddltt declared. "It 
Is now 1 . the Senate subcommittee 
on public works and we hope It 
will become law In the next 60 
dtys."

It has boon suggested, however, 
that in the absence of a large body 
of water near a city a bomb could 
bo exploded in the middle of rain 
clouds. 
The dispersion of fission 


products over the ground 
might 


then be even more complete than 
in an underwater burst.
